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AN ACT

To amend chapter 67, RSMo, by adding thereto one new section relating to

establishing county curfew hours, with penalty provisions.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:
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Section A. Chapter 67, RSMo, is amended by adding thereto one new
section, to be known as section 67.309, to read as follows:

67.309. 1. Any county of the first classification may make and
promulgate orders, ordinances, rules, or regulations establishing
curfew hours for persons under the age of seventeen for public streets,
highways, roads, alleys, parks, playgrounds, or other public grounds,
public places, and public buildings, places of amusement and
entertainment, vacant lots, or other unsupervised places available to
persons under the age of seventeen.

2. Anyminor who violates the provisions of any order,ordinance,
rule, or regulation adopted under this section shall be guilty of a class
C misdemeanor.

3. Any parent, guardian, or other person having the legal care or
custody of a minor child in violation of any order, ordinance, rule, or
regulation adopted under this section shall be guilty of a class C
misdemeanor if such parent, guardian, or other person has knowledge

of the violation.
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
